Be**<l* the two mode* of securing Wo- 
mas Suffrage to which I hare referred, vno* of 
our friend* suggest still another —an app* 1 to 
flfai ootuia. They aa y there ia nothing »n oar ooo 
ta i tu tiqni l or B idd i ng woman to rote to-day : that 
wa ahould go to the polio and trial rt on exerciaing 
tba tight. If darned, than toot tba law and 
Coaao a decision of the whole question in th« 
Supreme Coart of tbe United Ktetee. This 
mode, too, like he appeal to Cougreaa. ha* the 
adrantage of referring the decision of oar nghta 
to the beat mind* of the nation. Aa the Wo. 
man's Suffrage Association of Missouri bare 
taken the nenaaaary atepa to tbia end. and aa 
their President, Mm. Franoee Minor, is present 
with aa, ard will apeak on this point some time 
daring the Convention.

When, 
in IMS, Lucre ti* Mott and myself, with a few 
other friends, called the first Woman's Rights 
Convention ever held it* the country, by the 
etetnte lawa of all the atatea of the Union, except 
Iroataians, where the Napoleonic code lire vailed, 
the civil and political condition of roamed wo- 
men waa as degraded aa that of the siavea on the 
southern plantations. Alike, they bad nn nghta 
of person, prop* tv, wages, children. In tact, 
the spirit ol the old common law of England 
reflected in onr codes, held all married women aa 
alavee in theory, and, save only by the ho 
manly of husbands in sprcial oases, in prar. 
tlce also. The husband and wife having been 
declared by Blacks tone to be one (and that one

home, aa well aa in oar court*, and yon will 
find that judge#, lawyers, clergymen, journalists, 
all alike talk aa if pare friendship between tbe 
sei“S were impossible, as if every husband 
owned the wife by hia aide without the least re- 
aped a a to her feelings towards him whatso- 
ever, Horace Greeley has well said : 

Eearj scoundrel who look* upon woman aa an loetru 
moot of hti lost, and never aldel on« to diatiwee, 
•inept with I a lent to oath* bar hU prey . rw>>« 
lostfncttvetv to lb# eonotoalos that Blcbardaoo waa ■

For which noble sentence I pardon Horace 
Greeley for bia flunke \ ism tor tbe last four yean*. 
Women with awaking pnde and aril -reaped 
a will not submit to tbe tyranny in the marriage 
relation they endured' a century ago. They 
may l>e dragged into the courts, a spec! tele to 
men and angels, there to be grossly questioned 
by vulgar, unfeeling lawyer* ; they may have 
their children torn from them, tbeir virtue 
doubted, be compelled to earn tbeir own bread 
in tbmgarret* and oellara of the metropolis 
but when they ouoe understand that tbeir affec- 
tions are more holy and binding than man s 
laws, rather than live with men thev loathe and 
abhor, they will aaorifloe ease, luxury, respect- 
ability ; trample creeds, nodes and customs 
under tbeir feet ; and with tbeir own hands 
sunder the ties like wilhas that bind them in 
false relations. Mm may aa well begin to 
shape their ideas, lives and laws in harmony 
with this new development of womanhood 
tthooting par* mourn, divorce cases, and four 
week* te.it im»ny on points that concern not 
the world to know, spread out by our daily 
press, serve only to rouse tbs indignation of 
avery woman who has two grain* ot pride to 
white heat against (he wh'de idea on which all 
these persecutions ere leased — -nan* right of 
property in woman Southern laws protected 
fbe master in shooting any one who tampered 
with hi* slave and sent him * freeman to Can- 
ada.

The National suid : We are cfmtent All differ- 
ences were finally settled, and a new organiza- 
tion effected, with a new constitution. In con- 
cl«ji<on, Mr. Tilton said, we want one society, 
under one name, under one constitution, under 
one hat of officers, for the prosctratioB of one 
work. (Applause.)
